BERLIN, April 3, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—A 12,000-ton Russian transport, 
with troops and war materials aboard, 
was sunk by a Turkish submarine on 
March 30, the Turkish War Office an- 


nounced today. 
The Turkish statement Says: 
‘Turkish submarines 0n March 30 sank 


a Russian transport of about 12,000 ions, 
with troops and material, and on March 
1 sank another ship of 1000 tons ana 
one sailing ship. Our submarines effec- 
tively shelled fortified positions on the 
coast north Poti (a Rusian seaport ii 
Transcaucasia on the Black Sea). 


PARIS, April 3.—Fighting continued 
all night in the Verdun region east of 
the Meuse, between Douaumont and 
Vaux. The issue turned generally, the 
War Office this afternoon says, in favor 
of the French, who gained ground in 
the northern part of Gailette Wood, 
which was occupied by the Germans 
yesterday. West of the river a bom- 
bardment was carricd*on near Haumont 
without effect. 

The War Office's 
says: 

"To the west of the River Meuse the , 
<a has’ continued at thé 'vf- 
‘ages of Haucourt and Esnes, but wits. 
out any action of infantry. 

“To the east of the Meuse the fight-, 
ing which went on last night in the re 
gion of Douaumont and Vaux was fa- 
vorable to us. We gained ground in the 
wood of Caillette. Our line rests on tlhe 
right of the pond of Vaux, then crosses 
the Caillette wood, the northern corner 
of which is occupied by the enemy ani 
rejoins our positions to the south aru 
west of the village of Louauntont. 

“It has been confirmed that the at- 
tacks of the enemy yesterday were ex- 
tended over a front of nearly two miles. 
They came forward in successive waves, 
followed by small columns. The activ- 
icy of our artillery and the fire of our 
infantry caused heavy losses in the 
ranks of the enemy.” 

The belief prevails that the violence 
of the latest attacks on Verdun fore- 
shadows another attempt by the Ger- 
mans to rush the fortress with vast 
forces. New batterics of large caliber 
have been moved up closer to the 
French front and the German infantry 
has been rested and reorganized. 

Yesterday fighting on the whole was 
not unfavorable to the French, it is au- 
thoritatively stated. The object of the 
Germans was to clear the approaches 
‘to Fort Douaumont and 15,000 men were 
thrown forward on the mile-and-a-half 
line between Douaumont fort and the 
village of Vaux. The attacking forces 
succeeded in crossing a little ravine 
which hitherto had stopped them and 
in entering the Caillette wood, further 
east they dislodged the French from the 
ruined houses of the village of Vaux. 
but French positions were so placed as 
to make it practically impossible for 
the Germans to debouch from the vil- 
lage. Vigorous French counter attacks

The total result of eo very formid- 
able effort they had put forth was a 
gain for the Germans of about 500 vards 
of terrain. more than offset it, it is 
affirmed, by the heavy losses they had 
endured. On the west of the river the 
Germans attacked the Avocourt Black- 
house in a determined manner, but 
again met with complete failure.

DAMAGE IS 


Tenants Ordered Out of. Sun 
Building—Two Structures 
Destroyed. 


NEW YORK, April 3.—A spectacular 
fire did $200,000 damage in the downtown 
section of the city early this afternoon, 
At 2 o’clock it had destroyed two five- 
story buildings on Beekman street, oc- 
cupied by paper concerns and had 


spread to an old 15-story building at 
the Nassau and Beekman, a _ stone’s 
throw from the Brooklyn bridge. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock all tenants were 
ordered out of the 2%-story building 
known as the Nassau Beekman Build- 
ing and oceupied by the New York Sun. 

The fire was one of the most spectac- 
ular witnessed in the downtown section 
in many years. Roofs of skyscrapers 
were crowded with spectators and great 
crowds jammed the streets, requiring 
all available police reserves in the low- 
er. part of the city to handle them. 

Fire department officials announced 
at 2:30 o’clock that the fire was under 
control and would be confined to the 
two destroyed buildings with some dam- 
age to the 1é-story building at Nassau 
and Beekman streets. Most of the ten- 
ants in the Sun Building stayed in their 
offices in spite of the danger.

LOTTERY EVIDENCE 
SEIZED IN A RAID 
PROMOTER CAUGHT 


Police Get Two Electrotypes at 
Printing Plant, Later Arrest 
Collector for Bank. 


SEND DECOY 


Detectives Listen While George 
Voelker Tells Printer of 
His Plans. 


Detectives in a raid yesterday on the 
printing establishment of Albert St. 
Clair, 210 and 212 Valentine street, Icng 
under suspicion as a lottery headquar- 
ers, seized two electrotype plates for 
lottery tickets, and arrested George 
Voelker of 3708 Cook avenue, a collec. 
tor for the West St.’ Louis Trust Co. 

St. Clair was ill and confined to his 
bed in a living room connected with the 
plant. He was not arrested. 

Detectives hidten in a room adjoining 
that occupied by St. Clair listened for 
more than 3¢C minutes to a discussion of 
details of a new lottery which was to be 
Started early this week by Voelker and 
St. Clair. When confronted Voelker aa- 
mitted his plans, but denied that he eve, 
before had been engaged in the lottery 
business. 

The St. Clair plant has been searched 
many times for evidence of printirg of 
lottery tickets, but detectives never were 
able te find anything except a few 
lottery tickets. 

Visited Office Saturday, 

Acting on infcrmatioa that plates had 
been made for a loiterv to be opsned 
this week and that St. Clair was to 
begin printing tne tickets Saturday, De- 
tective Sergeants Reach and K'cin- 
schmidt went tc the printinz establisn- 
ment Saturday afternoon expecting to 
find the tickets being printed. 

St. Clair at first denied to the detect- 
ives that he was engazed in the lottery 
business or that hé had any contract 
to print ‘tickets for any person. A 
search of his desk revealed two plates 
for the printing of a part of a lottery 


The lettering on the plates was the 
same, the only difference in them be- 
ing that one was smaller than the oth- 
er. The lettering was: 

“The original and only Louisiana 
Bond Co. The bond represented by this 
coupon is payable in 1985, with 6 per 
cent interest and participates in the 
surplus profits for the amount allotted 
to its number and class. J. T. Early 
Jr., treasurer. See back of coupon.’’ 

St. Clair Changes Story. 

After the finding of the plates, St. 
Clair told the detectives that a man he 
knew only as “‘George’’ had brought the 
plates to him and had offered him & per 
cent of the profits of the lottery to 
print them. He said the plates were not 
properly made and that he told 
‘George’ that he would have to set new 
plates. 

St. Clair said the man was accompa- 
nied by a woman, and that they told 
him to communicate with them by call- 
ing the West St. Louis Trust Co., by 
telephone and leaving word there, ‘‘to 
tell George that his uncle wanted to see 
him.’’ : 

Detective Sergeant Roach telephoned 
the message to the trust company Satur- 
day afternoon and yesterday morning 
Detective Kleinschmidt was hidden back 
of a partition when ‘‘George’’ arrived. 
St. Clair told Voelker, the man who 
came in respomse to the message, that 
he had decided not to undertake the 
work. Voelker pleaded with him for 30 
minutes, telling him they could make a 
large amount of money out of the lot- 
tery and that there was no danger. 
When Kleinschmidt stepped from his 


intention of starting a lottery, but when 
confronted by the plates and by the 
unnouncement that his conversation had 
been overheard, he admitted his plans. 


Tells of His Plans. 
He told Kleinschmidt that he did not 
know who had made the plates for the 
tickets as, We said, his sister Luhrine 
had had them made. He said he had 
been delayed in starting by a failure 
to obtain $50, which, he said, St. Clair 
had demanded before starting to print 
the tickets. He said his salary as a 
collector for the trust company was $56 
a month. 
In response to questions he explained 
the plan on which he intended to oper- 
ate. 
He said a sheet would be printed show- 
ing prizes ranging from $5 up, with 
$15,000 as the capital prize. 
Here is where the worst part of the 
swindle comes in. St. Clair explained 
that the blanket winning sheet shown 
to purchasers of tickets is printed in 
advance of the printing of the tickets. 
The tickets are numbered as they are 
printed, and then tickets bearing num- 
bers shown on the winning sheet as win- 
ners of big prizes are thrown out. It is 
customary to leave in a few numbers 
which are Winners of small prizes, but 
these are distributed in places where 
they may be expected to areaily in- 
crease the sales of tickets fcr the next 
month. 
Miss Luhrine Voelker was not at home 
when detectives called at the Voelker 
home: Two of her sisters denied that 
they had any knowledge of the lottery. 
She will be questioned today.

NEW YORK, April 3.—One of the 
three men named by Clarence Regl-

WASHINGTON, April 3.—President 
Wiison and Majority Leader Kitchin of 
the House agreed today on general terms 
of anti-dumping and unfair competition 
legislation tc meet conditions after the 
European war. The Ways and Means 
Committee will put them in the revenue 
bill which Kitchin told the President 
would be ready for the House about 
April 20. , 

The anti-dumping Jegislation will bef 
along the gencral lines of that eliminated 
from the present tariff law. On foreign 
goods to pe sold in the United States 
at leas than the market price in the 
country from which they are shipped, 
she new provision will impose an addi- 
tional tariff to bring the selling price in 
the United States up to what it wouid 
be if the goods were sold at the market 
price in the foreign country. 

The unfair competition legislation will 
be along the same lines as the sections 
of the present law applying to unfali 
competition in the United States. 

The President and Representative 
Kitchin discussed protecting the newly- 
grown dyestuff industry in the United 
States from competition from abroad, 
but no conclusion was reached. Kitchin 
said he expectéd’‘an additional tariff on 
dycstuffs wovld be imposed in the reve- 
nue bill, but the details had not been 
worked out, 


GERMANY PROMISES PROMPT 
REPLY IN THE SUSSEX CASE 


Ambassador Gerard Cables That 
Government Will ‘Also Answer

WASHINGTON, April 3.—American 
Ambassador Gerard at Berlin cabled to- 
day that the German Government had

SECRETARY ON THE STAND 


He Is Told Russian Government

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels, on the stand today 
for the third day of his examination by 
the House Naval Committee, opposed 
any amendment to the armor plate 
plant bill now before the committee and 
opposed a plan to have the Federal Trade 
Commission determine the cost of armor 
manufacture, and with that figure as a 
basis have the Secretary fix the price 
of armor for 10 years. If the private 
manufacturers failed to enter into a 
contract within 80 days after the price 
was fixed, the Government plant would 
be built. 

“IT am opposed to any amendment to 
the Senate bill,’ said Secretary Dan- 
jels. -“I am afraid of the Greeks bear- 
ing gifts. I do not believe Congress 
should put this matter of dealing with 
& monopoly in the hands of any Secre- 
tary. I believe this plant should be 
built now.” 

Representative Butler, Republican, 
asked if it were not important that 
navy secrets be kept confidential. 

“Of course,’’ said Daniels. 

“Don’t you know the designs of our 
guns have been turned over to the Rus- 
sian Government durifig your admin!Is- 
tration?” demanded Butler. 

“I never heard of it,’’ said the Secre- 
tary. 

“I think I can give you the history of 
that,’’ said Butler, but dropped ithe 
subject for the time. Later he asked 
the Secretary to pak Admiral Straus, 
Chief of the Bureat of Ordnance, for a 
ietter written by the Admiral two years 
ago to the Krupp factory in Germany 
with regard to the navy 14-inch guns. 
Daniels agreed to do so. 

Then Representative Butler asked if 
Secretary Daniels did not believe the 
American navy should be in second 
place. 

“I do not think we can or ought to 
figure on any particular nation’s strength 
in laying out our policy,’ replied Secre- 
tary Daniels. “1 do not believe this 
Congress should tax the people this year 
to make up all the deficiencies of 2 
years, We ought to lay out a strong 
program and build to that. I think this 
Congress ought to authorize the biggest 
rrogram ever authorized. More than 
that, it ought to fit out our navy yards 
for building ships. I do not think con- 
ditions Are so emergent that we should 
tell private builders they must lay aside 
other work.”’

PURSUING VILLA 
IN HEAVY SNOW 


Trail Easily Kept if They Are 
Close Up; Obliterated if They 
Are Far Behind. 


CENSORSHIP IS. LOOSENED 


Col. Dodd, Who Retires in July, 
Holds Own in Long Marches, 
Despite His 64 Years. 


By CLAIR KENAMORE, 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex., April 3.—The censor 
at headquarters of the expedition in 
Mexico has allowed the first accurate 
information as to the disposition of che 
United States troops to come out. Col. 
Geo. A. Dodd, acting as a Brigadier- 
General, commands the advance, which 
is made up of three columns. Thess 
are under the individual command of 
Col. W. C. Brown of the Tenth Cavalry, 
Maj. E. W. Evans, also of the Tenth 
Cavalry, and Col. James B, Erwin of 
the Seventh Cavairy. The supporting 
columns are under Maj. S. R. H. Tomp- 
kins of the Thirteenth Cavalry, Maj. 
Elmer Linsdley of the Thirteenth and 
Maj. R. L. Howze of the Eleventh. 

The heavy fall of snow in the moun- 
tains is expected to help the pursu- 
ers, if they are close enough to Vilia 
t> take his trail. If he has two days’ 
lead, as Mexican officials seem to think, 
the snow will be a hindrance to both 
hunters and quarry. 

Interest in Villa’s Wounds. 

Much interest ritaches to all reports 
concerning Ville's injuries.

The first was the advance of 
the American troops into the Mexican 
country, the wide preparation and the 
establishment of bases from which to 
work, and finding the trail of the 
bandit This phase ended when the 
American cavalry came in contact with 
Villa's troops in the vicinity of Guer- 
rero. 

The secon phase is the trailing of 
the crafty raider to whatever lair or 
stronghold he tries to hide in, to chase. 
him if he elects to continue his flight 
and to kill or capture him if he will give 
battle. 

Villa's present physical condition is of 
the greatest tmporiance. A man with 
& broken or badly sprained hip cannot 
ride a horse, and even bullet wounds 
in the leg will keep him out of the sad- 
dle, if the wounds are severe enough, 
or are not properly cared for. There 
fore, if Villa is badly enough wounded 
to keep aim from horseback, he must 
hide where he is, for he is close to the 
end of the road for wheeled vehicles. 

Troops to Press on South, 

If he is rot wounded, he can preas 
on to securer retreats and to more re- 
mote mountains. While the American 
army is wnxious to gain all pwssibie 
information as to whether he 1s wound- 
ed, it is not likely that any report ex- 
cept the most convincing will prevent 
the cavalry from pressing on southwaril. 
Those who come after can beat the bush 
about Guerr:ro and San Geronimo. 

Col. Dodd, who commands the ad- 
vance, is 64 years old. He will retire 
next July, under the law. A month ago 
there was every indication that he would 
leave the army as a Colonel, with the 
bare possibitity that he would be ad- 
vanced to Hrigadier Gatiera:. “he dif- 
ference lies not alone in the honor, brt 
in the retired pay.

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CACKLE OF THE GRACKLE WAKES 


TMORELAND FOLK AT DAWA: 


Ne Late Slumbers Possible Since 
Hundreds of Birds Took Pos- 
session of Trees. 

The bronze -grackle, a specie of 
blaekbird, recently have taken abodé 
in the west part of Westmoreland 
place, greatly to the d ort of 
residents there. They are there in 
hundreds, and the greatest objection 
to them is that about dawn each day 
they set up a chatter that wakes 
even the soundest sleepers. 

Westmoreland residents have tried 
to rout them by shooting roman can- 
dles into the trees, by turning a hose 
on the roosting birds at night, and 
by placing lights tn trees. These ef- 
forts have been futile, and residents 
think the only way to make the birds 
move on is by shooting a few of 
them. An _ ordinance prohibits the 
discharge of firearms within the 
city, 

For years the grackle have select- 
for their 
roosting places. Residents on Cates 
avenue, between Goodfellow and Belt 
avenues, were annoyed by them for 
several years, and tried every way 
to drive them out. In Webster Groves 
the grackle are conspicuously a nui- 
sance. 

Bird experts say their incessant 
chatter, at dawn, is in preparation 
for making. their daily flight to the 
where they feed in the 
fields, and invariably return in 
flocks at night to their hoesa roost 
in favorite trees.

The Civic League Committee has had 
a study made of the extent of the 
smoke nuisance from industrial plants 
in St. Louis. More than 600 industrial 
and power plants, which operate through 
the year, have been listed, showing the 
condition of each, its equipment and how 
it has been handled by the Smoke Abate- 
ment Department. The map prepared 
shows a marked improvement over con- 
ditions a few years ago, and indicates 
that the main source of smoke today is 
not from industrial plants, but from 
heating plants and locomotives. The 
Smoke Abatement Committee of the 
Civic League is headed by Prof. E. L. 
Ohle of Washington University and the 
Women’s Smoke Abatement Organiza- 
ticn by Mra. E. R. Kroeger.

TELLS OF PURPOSE OF RAIDS! 


Warships, Factories and Armored Positions 
Targets of Bombs—Not Defenseless:Civilians 
— Locations Are Mappsd Out for Fliers. 


LONDON, April 3—"I do not think 
you would find an officer of the Ger- 
man navy or army who would willingly 
participate in the killing of women and 
children,” said Lieutenant-Command- 
er Breithaupt, commander of the Zep- 
Pclin L-15, which was hit by shell tre 
in the raid Friday. night on Englisn 
towns and later sank in the Tames 
estuary, to the. Associated Press corre- 
spondent when requested to explain th? 
psychology of German air raids on de- 
ferseless cities and.the killing of harm- 
less civilians. 

“IT am very” well satisfied with the 
treaiment here,”’ he said, ‘“‘but natural- 
ly feel the loss of my freedom... As to 
a’- raids, we have a much more im- 
portant object in view than the killin 
of women and children, namely, the 
destreying of the enemies’ armored po- 
sitions, warships and factories. Women 
and children become the victims of our 
operation’, but not becausé we kill 
them intentionally. It is war.”’

The commander declined to express 

himself as to whence the airship came, 
nor would he reply to questions regard. 
ing tue Jength and duration of.the : aid, 
or whether he had ‘participated in pre- 
vious raids.

Asked whether he participated gladly 
in air raids, he replied: 

“Yes, 1 do my duty as an officer glad- 
Iv. As to the risk in air fighting, we 
know the chances we run and are pre- 
pared to. take them. Our air craft was 
hit three times by shrapnel and we 
came dgwn very rapidly into the water. 
where we found quaneyy es almost by sur- 
prise.”’ 

With respect to the altitude at which 
the raiding Zeppelins flew, he admitted 
that the height was very great, but 
evaded nore definite particulars, merély 
smiling when 6000 feet was mentioned 
and saying: 

“We should not reach England if we 
flew only at that height.’’ 

- Lieut. Kuehne, second in command. 
was more reticent, but said that {t 
was his first raid on England, “I 
had hoped to come again,’’ he added. 


Knew Where Airship Was. 
Lieut. Kuehne declared that he knew 
absolutely where the airship was Bier 
cruising.

Berlin Report ef Zeppelin Raids of 
Friday and Saturday Nights. 
BERLIN, via London, April 32.—The 
following official communication wag is- 
sued yesterday concerning the German 

a'r raid on Kngland lriday night: 

“During the night of March 31-April 
1 one of our airship squadrons attacked 
London an‘l the south coast of England. 
Bombs were freely dropped on the city 
between tie ‘Tower Bridge and the Lon- 
dun docks and cn military camps in the 
reithwestern district of the city, manu- 
factories near Enfield and munition 
works at Waltham Abbey. 

“Another airship, having successfully 
aitacked a battery near Stowmarket 
(Suffolk), dropped a number of explo- 
sives and incendiary bombs on Lowes- 
toft. A battery was silenced near Cam- 
bridge. Extensive manufacturing works 
In the town were attacked. 


‘“‘Bombs were [finally dropped. on forti- 


fication works and harbors on the Hun- 


bor, by which three batteries were re- 
duced to silence. All the attacks were 
successful. ,Meiigble observations from 
the airships showed the presence of 
numerous fires and the coliapse of build- 
ings. 5 

“In spite of the violent bombdardinent, 
all the airships returned, with the excep- 
tion of the 1.-15, which, according to a 
renort, was compelled tv descend on the 
water of the River, Thames. Search>s 
instifute@ by our naval forces up to 
the present have not been productive of 
any results.’’ 

The official account of Saturday 
night’s Zeppelin raid over England, fo!- 
lows: 

“During the night of April 1, two 
naval airships renewed the attack on 
the cast coast of England. For a period 
of one and one half hours explosive and 
incendiary bombs were thrown on blast 
furnaces, large iron works and indua- 
trial establishments on the south bank 
of the Tees and.on the port establish- 
ments of Middlesbrough and Sunder- 
land. Large explosions, fires and dem- 
olitions were caused and the successful 
effect of the attack were clearly no- 
ticeable. : 

“Notwithstanding heavy shelling 
oyr airships they suffered neither losses 
nor Gamages.”’

LONDON, April 3.—Ten_ persons, were 
killed and 11 injured in Scotland in 
Sunday night's Zeppelin raid, it was of- 
fidially announced this afternoon. There 
were no casualties in England.

Three Nights ‘in Suceasion. ; 

The raid was the third in as many 
successive nights. Raiders reached the 
coast of Scotiand, the first time they 
had been over that country, and the 
fatthest north Zeppelins had yet trav- 
eled., 

Inhabitants in the threatened districts 
early last night heard that Zeppelins 
were expected. The weather was agala 
ideal for raiders and the people were 
not surprised when the lights were ex- 
tinguished and surface and railway 
traffic was stopped. Special constables 
were called out and the same precau- 
tions were taken as on the two previous 
nights.

Boxer, Efficiently Developed 
Type of Bulidog, to Compete 
for Honors in That Class. 


500 ENTRIES AT ARMORY 


Terriers Lead in Lists With Air- 
dale a Close Second; Many 
Wear Blue Ribbons. 


Russian wolfhounds turned up their 
aristocratic noses at Prussian sheep dogs 
and German boxers strained at the 
leash to invade the stronghold of Brit- 
ish bulldogs at the opening of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Kennel Club’s ninth annual 
bench show at the First Regiment Ar- 
mory today. The show opened at 10 
a. m. and will continue until 10 p. m., 
Thursday. . 

Experts who looked over the 500 entries 
said it promised to be the best dog show 
St. Louis ever had, so far as quality 
is concerned. This is due to the fact 
that this is the last big show of the 
season. At the shows*which have pre- 
ceded it in other cities the inferior dogs 
have been eliminated and most of those 
which were brought here are ribbon 
winners. 

The most spirited contest is expected 
to develop in the Boston terrier class ii 
which more than 60 high-grade animals 
are entered. There is added Jocal inter- 
est in this class because of the entry 
of Halloo Prince, a champion owned by 
Mrs. James A. Corbett of 5588 Waterman 
avenue. This dog will compete in the 
prize ring with the champions of al! the 
other shows. 

German Boxer a Novelty. 

«A novelty is the German Boxer, a type 
of dog never before exhibited in St. 
Louis. The Boxer is another evidence 
of German efficiency—an instance of 
what the thorough-going German can do 
when he starts out to develop a distinc: 
tive type of bulldog. In this case the 
breeder’s ambition apparently was re- 
alized, for the Boxer bears no resem- 
dblance to his hated rival, the Britisn 
bull. 

Another German product shown here 
is the sheep dog, totally unlike his 
Scotch prototype. This is the dog which 
is used in many cases for police work. 
The entrants here will give exhibitions 
of their skill in picking up scents and 
capturing criminals. 

Airedales are second in number to the 
Boston terriers and are also second in 
the percentage of the entries owned Dy 
St. Louisans. Though in time of war 
the Airedale is full of Scottish loyalty to 
the crown, it is his private boast that 
he is the only dog in the world that can 
whip a British bulldog in a fair and 


square stand-up fight. 
The Sealingham terrier, whose prow- 


ess aS a fighter approaches that of the 
Airedale, is also on exhibition. He is 
small, but he ae’ lick his weight in 
wildcats.

In the Scotch terrier class Mrs. Her- 
man Steinwender of 4221 Lindell boulc- 
vard has entered her prize-winner, 
Mack, a fine deg, which will compete 
with Ndsegay Crowfoot, the New York 
show winner, owned by Dr. Fayette C.

Also he 
wrote to the eommunity to _ resist 
“any attempt of unscrupulous con- 
tractors to appropriate money which 
belongs to the sick and poor.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 3.—Ja- 
pan is colonizing and apparently intends 
to retain the South Sea Islands, cap- 
tured during the present war from the 
Germans, Dr. Frederick Starr of the 
University of Chicago, said today on 
his return from six months’ research 
work in Japan and Korea. 

“Japan,’’ said Dr. Starr, ‘‘has no in- 
tention of withdrawing from the  wa- 
drone or Marshall Islands, which she 
has taken from Germany and which lie 
about midway between the Philippines 
and Hawaii. She has already under- 
taken éxpensive schemes with reference 
to the postal service, telegraphs and 
cables of these possessions. She is send- 
ing settlers in quantity,to them. 

“Since the war began in Burope,” 
continued Dr. Starr, “more than 1000 
new millionaires have been made in Ja- 


pan. Extravagant ideas have ,; taken 
possessions of the Japanese nation and 
a wave of . »eculation is sweeping over 
the country. 

Dr. Starr said Japan's trade with In- 
dia had increased enormously since the 
war.

Former Premier Declares Coun- 


try Is at Verge of Economic 
and Moral Bankruptcy. 


HE ATTACKS POLITICIANS 


Replies to Recent Interview by 
King Constantine in First of 
Series of Newspaper Articles. 


ATHENS, April 8.—Former Premier 
Venizelos has resumed active participa- 
tion in Greek politics by replying in the 


Herald, his personal organ, to King 
Constantine’s recent interview published 
in the Berliner Tageblatt. 

The article, occupying an entire page, 
reviews completely the position of the 
Greek monarch since the dissolution of 
the last Chamber of Deputies and calls 
attention to what the ex-Premier terms 
the helplessness of the “straw men’’ in 
the Government. 

Yenizelos, in communicating to the As- 
sociated Press the text of his article. 
said it was the first ef a series dealing 
exhaustively with the present situation 
of Greece. With regard to a possible 
change in the political complexion of 
Greece, he said that he caquld see no 
prospect of any alteration in the pres- 
ent Governinent without immense pres- 
sure through publie sentiment. 

Attacks Politicians. 

In his articles the former Premier ac- 
cuses politicians in power of intriguing 
to creaie perscenal animosities between 
King Constantine“Ynd himself. Refer- 
ring to the WNing’s alleged characteriza- 
tion of his former Minister as a dream- 
er, Venizelus says: 

“By keeping the country in a state of 
chronic peaceful warfare through pur- 
poseless mobilization, the present Gov- 
errment has brought Greece to the verge 
of economic, material and moral bank- 
ruptcy. This policy, unhappily, +s-not a 
dream, but downright folly.”’ 

He reviews his own political course 
from the time Sir Edward Grey, the 
British Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
promised concessions in Asla Minor, 
“equal in extent and vastly richer than 
all of Greece at the present time,’’ and 
adds: 

“If King George in 1912 had taken the 
stand King Constantine took in 1915 he 
would have been the cause of the cer- 
tain wreck of our national aspirations, 
now happily realized.’’ 


Fear Bulgarian Aggression. 
Venizelos lays great stress on the 


Bulgarian peril for Greece, pointing ou: 
that the utmost to be gained from the 
present policy would be to leave Greece 
the same size, while Bulgaria, flushed 
with victory, trained by war, enlarged 
by the addition of Servia and Mace- 


donia and allied with the Turks, wouid: 


not wait long before falling upon its 
southern neighbor. 

“Who thinks,”” he declares, ‘“‘that un- 
der those conditions Greece could, un- 
aided, drive the Bulgars from Mace- 
donia once they have seized it, is a 
fool. The politicians who do not now 
see this inevitable danger are blind, and 
unfortunate are the Kings« following 
such politicians, and more unfortunate 
still the lands whose sovereigns fall 
their victims.’’ 

With reference to the royal thesis 
that Germany guarantees that the Bul- 
gars will evacuate Greek Macedonia, 
Venizelos impales the Government on 
the horns of the dilemma that if Ger- 
many’s assurances were formal and 
binding Greek mobilization was never 
necessary, While if the assurances are 
not trustworthy, mere passive armed 
watching of Bulgaria increasing in size 
and resources would be wholly insuffi- 
cient to save Greece from the Bulgar- 
ian peril. 

Protest Against Air Raids. 

Macedonian members of the Greek 
Parliament have presented to Premier 
Skouloudis a written demand for the 
protection of Saloniki against aeroplzne 
raids. The Cabinet is called upon to 
send a declaration to the, central Pow- 
efs, stating that any bombardment of 
Greek territory by aeroplanes will be 
considered as directed against Greece. 

Premier Skouloudis accepted the doc- 
ument and promised to make the repre- 
sentations demanded.

Run and That Root Does Not 
Seriously Seek Presidency. 
FAVOR PATRIOTIC ISSUES 
Friends of Roosevelt Think He 


Will Enter Race Openly Be- 
fore the Convention. 


Sten BAY Le 1. April 3.—The 
different conclusions arrived at for pub- 
lication by political leaders in various 
parts of the country after hearing of 
the Roosevelt-Root-Lodge reconciliation 
luncheon at the home of Robert Bacon 
in New York on Friday were read with 
ths greatest interest here today. To 
clerify the situation these statements 
tray be made: 

1. Col. Roosevelt has not entered 
into any agreement with Root and 
Lodge and does not at this time con- 
template entering any agreement 
which would bind him to aid in a 
movement to advance the efforts of 
some Republican leaders to nominate 
Supreme Court Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes as the Republican standard 
bearer. 

® Ex-Senator Elihu Root did not 
seek the support of Col. Roosevelt 
in an effort to obtain the nomination 
for himself (Root), and, in fact, has, 
according to a thoroughly reliable 
source, made it known definitely that 
he is not seriously in the race for the 
nomination. 


Terma Under Which Colonel 
un. 
8. Col. Roosevelt, if convinced the 


country was aroused to the frame of 
mind he termed “‘heroic,’’ would con- 
sider it his duty to accept a nomina- 
tion at the Republican convention 
and, with the Progressive party be- 
hind him, seek to overthrow the Wil- 
son administration which he, as well 
as Root and Lodge, has charged with 
the responsibility of placing this 
country in an ignoble position in its 
relation with other nations. 

4, Col. Roosevelt, as well as some 
of the Republican leaders who are 
ready to support him, it is said, is 
now convinced that Hughes is not 
the man to unite the Republican and 
Progressive parties and conduct the 
campaign for these parties against 
Wilson on the lines outlined by Root 
in his bellicose, Rooseveltian address 
before the Republican State conven- 
tion in New York, an address whicn 
was generally accepted at the time 
as the keynote of the Republican 
campaign. 

5. A number of the Republican lead- 
ers, including Root and Lodge, it is 
reported, have decided that the best

That is the ulti- 
matum which the 700 delegates to the 
Progressive State convention, in ses- 
sion here today to elect delegates to the 
Bull Boose national convention in Chi- 
cago June 7, are going to serve on the 
Republicans.

Missouri Republicans have been de- 
clarigg that the Bull Moose movement 
wa; \: in this State, but the Roose- 
velt party is showing every indication 
here t@day of being as much alive 1s 
in 1912. The Republican leaders of Mis- 
souri admit that unless they can win 
back the Progressives they will have no 
chance for victory either in the State 
or nation, 


Strategic Position Good. 
The Bull Moose leaders realize the’ 


value of their strategic position and are 
gonfident the Republicans, seeing the 
inevitable, will nominate Roosevelt in 
Chicago and that the Progressive an:] 
Republican electoral tickets of the isev- 
eral states will be amalgamated. Every 
delegate to the State convention is-a 
Roosevelt hero worshipper, and nearly 
every one is a candidate for delegate 
to the national convention. , 

The enthusiasm and confidence of the 
delegates are surprizing. 

“Never before,” said Ford Thompson, 
St. Louis lawyer, “‘was the tail in such 
.a@ splendid position to wag the dog; the 
tail in this instance being the Progres- 
sive party and the dog the Republican 
party. And the tail is going to wag the 
doz and get everything it demands, 
whica, first, last and all the time, is 
Roosevelt for President. 

The Republicans will have'to nominata 
him and adont the principles of the Buil 
Moose party of 1912. We have been wait- 
ing fcr this aavantage for four years 
and we are guing to make the best pos- 
sibie use of it.’’ 

Ail the party leaders of 1912, with ths 
exception of William H. Walker of St. 
Louis, are here for the convention and 
they are shouting for Roosevelt louder 
than.they were four years ago. ‘They 
Say iney are not going to meddle with 
the Repuhiican national convention, but 
are gving to Chicago and nominate 
Roosevelt, aid nobody but Roosevit, 
and that the Kepubifcans cither can take 
him or-let nim alone. They resent the 
suggestion that the Progressives would 
compromise with the Republicans on 
Justice Hughes. There is a decided 
anti-Hughes sentiment among the dele- 
gates. 

The convention is attended by a great- 
er number of delegates than the conven- 
tions of 1912 and 1914.

Convention Called to Order. 
The convention was called to order ai 


ll a. m. by Geo. W. Schweer, chairman 
of the Progressive State Committee. In- 
vocation was delivered by the Rev. 
John L. Brandt of St. Louis. 

Chairman Schweer said the national 
committee, at his request, had granted 
permission for the election of double 
the allotted number of delegates to the 
National Cénvention, each delegate to 
have one-half vote, and,that the Staic 
Committee authorized the convention tea 
elect 40 delegates instead of 20.

ROME, April 2—Italian soldiers have 
turned their habit of cigar. smoking, 
which the Austrian forces opposing 
-them had noted and sought to convert 
into military advantage, to a trick that] 
brought confusion to their enemies. One 
night an Austrian officer saw a row of 

red lights behind the wire entanglements 
and ordered his men to fire.

20 Loads of Milk Dumped Into Streets 
in Riot Near Chicago, 


CHICAGO, April 3.—While _mem-. 
bers of the Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion, who are attempting to secure 
higher prices for their product by 
shutting off ‘the supply, were pro- 
testing today that milk from unin- 
spected dairies was being shipped 
into the city, rioting continued in 
districts where farmers attempted to 
trade with dealers. 

Several persons were reported in- 
jured_ at Dundee. Members of the 
Producers’ Association picketed the 
roads leading to the milk plants and 
when “insurgents” endeavored torun 
the blockade they were attacked. 
Deputy Sheriffs were called and or- 
der was restored only after a skir- 
mish during which 20 loads of milk 
were dumped into the streets. 

‘Rioting at Gilberts was stopped 
only after 22 cans of milk were 
dumped into the streets. More than 
100 farmers were reported to have 


gone from Huntley and other towns 
to Hampshire to picket the roads. 

Milk inspectors, called into confer- 
sce by Dr. J. D. Robertson, Health 
ommissioner of the city, said the 
situation had a serious aspect and 
beige a severe milk shortage would 

ppear if the farmers persisted in 
with olding their milk for two or 
three weeks. Dr. Robertson took 
steps to prevent deterioration in Ene 
quality of milk received in Chica 
and announced that bulletins wou a 
be issued advising citigens to con- 
serve their supply.

Business in virtually every line ‘is 

Prosperous throughout the St. Louis 
Federal Reserve District,. according: to 
the March review by William McC. 
Martin, Federal Reserve Agent, pub- 
lished today in the Federal Reserve 
Bulletin at Washington. Martin writes 
a business review each month, based 
upon reports received from all sections 
of the district, which embraces the 
greater part of Missouri, Southern IIli- 
nois and Indiana,*~ Western Kentucky 
and Tennessee, Mississippi and Arkan- 
sas. . 
The report shows that the prosperity 
from the commercial lines is spreading 
into real-estate and that building per- 
mits are showing an increase. 

“The, gctive. prosperous condition of 
all b ss interests in this district, 
which been noted in the last two 
reports, Gpntinues,’’ Martin reports. ‘In 
general, may be said that February 
was noted for increases in price in prac- 
tically every line, and for the marked 
scarcity of raw products in probably a 
majority of the manufacturing indus- 
tries. 

“Practically all classes of merchants 
report that the question of delivery is 
more important to them than that of 
price. The price of raw material in 
many branches has gone up by leaps 
and bounds during the past 90 days, but 
even so, there seems to be no slacking 
in the demand for finished articles, even 
at a marked increase in cost. Retailers 
as well as wholesalers feel the result 
of this activity, and practically all of 
the large department stores in St. Louis 
report record business for the month of 
February. 

Spread of Revival. 

“The revival of business seems to have 
spread from merchants and manufactur- 
ers to the building trade, and, in turn, 
to operators in real estate. There has 
been a marked increase in the building 
permits in the large cities, and this, 
among other causes, har contributed to 
the recent rise in price of lumber and 
other building materials. Large trans- 
fers of real estate are noted from day to 
day and, in general, the real estate mar- 
ket is more active than tt has been for 
many months. 

“The railroads operating in this dis- 
trict continue to show gains equal to, 
or higher than, those reported during 
December. The increase in net earnings 
during December was particularly no- 
ticeable in the roads operating in the 
northern section of District No. 8 The 
increases noted for January, 1916, seem 
to be more general, every trunk line in 
the district showing substantial gains in 
gross and net earnings as compared to 
last year. A month or two ago, a car 
shortage was reported from this dis- 
trict, and this situation continues at this 
time. However, it is not so serious as 
to impair noticeably the movement of 
freight, but is nevertheless receiving the 
careful consideration of railroad op-

St. Louis Clearing House Association 
furnishes some interesting facts on the 
financial cituation. Forty-four banks are 
members of the St. Louis Clearing 
House, and cf these, eigh! are members 
of the Fedcro! Reserve system. During 
the period from Dec. 31, 1915, to March 
7, 1916, loans and discounts of these 44 
banks have increased nearly $19,000,0C¢, 
whereas deposits have increased during 
this same period over $24,000,000. This 
has occurref despite the activity of gen- 
eral business and the  considerabl> 
amount of new financing which has been 
undertaken. 

“The banks, particularly those in the 
large cities, ‘still hold excess reserves 
and are in the market for investment of 
surplus funds. Commercial paper of the 
best names is quoted at 3 to 34% per cent, 
with other names an eighth to a fourth 
higher. The demand is active, and the 
brokers report a somewhat well defined 


feeling that rates will be stronger in the 
near future. The bank loan rate to cus- 
tomers is, if anything, lower than it has 
been for several months. The average in 
St, Louis is probably around 4% per 
cent, with proportionately higher rates 
in other parts of the district as the size 
of the comniunity increases.

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The Board of Education has deter- 
mined to ask for a bond issue for the 
public schools. The additional funds are 
held to be necessary to erect new build- 
ings to relieve the congestion. Here- 
tofore some members of the board nad 
cOéntended that by rigid economy of ad- 
ministration enough funds might be 
available from the regular revenue to 
provide for new buildings. These mem- 
bers, however, have finally become con- 
vinced that a bond issue is the only 
solution of tne financial problem and is 
preferable to attempting to run _ the 
schools on curtailed funds or to a tax in- 
erease. It is understood that a special 
bond election will be authorized, to be 
held as soon after the June meeting of 
the board as possible. 

Favors a 20-Year Bond. 

Dr.. J. P.. Harper, president of the 
board, said a bond issue was favored 
by the board because the members felt 
that school buildings erected now would 
stand for 75 vears and future generations 
would help cefray the coat of their con- 
struction. cle suid the board would prob- 
ably authorize 2-year bonds. 

The general revenue of the board is rs 
sufficient to maintain the present in- " 
struction courses and buildings and the 
money raised by a bond issue would be 
used in furthering the building pro- 
gram of the board. The amount of the 
bond issue has not been decided upc)

Herman Mauch, chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the board, who 
has been the chief opponent of those 
who have been advocating immediate 
steps to relieve the condition of the 
toard’s finances, said he had concluded 
that action is necessary now.

Will Have Special Election. 

Several mermbers of the board said the 
pond issue would be submitted at a spe- 
cial election and not at a genera! elec- 
tion, because of a provision of the State 
statutes which provides that such issues 
submitted at a general election must re- 
ceive a two-thirds vote of the total cast, 
regardiess of the fact that many might 
not vote either way on the proposition. 

The cost of a special election is about 
$70,000, which will be paid by the city 
The proposition at a special election will 
require a two-thirds majority to pass. 

The board has the power to initiate the 
election by ite vote alone and will not 
be required to have the approval of the 
municipal government before the matter 
can be submitted to the voters. 

Supt. Blewett, in his report to the 
board, recommended means of financin;z 
the building program of the next five 
years, to relieve the general revenue wf 
the burden. He estimated that, for the 
five years’ period, about $4,000,000 was 
needed for school buildings in all sec- 
tions. The average cost of a moderna 
school building of class A size is $250 - 
000 to $300,000. 

The members of the board, Supt. 
Blewett said today, seem impresse: 
with the idea that some action of the 
sort recommended must be taken, ani 
they are all favorable, he believes, to 
the Bond issue idea.

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SHIPS UNDER OUR FLAG. 
The figures of the Bureau of Navigation for the 
year ending June 30 last, are formidable until 
analyzed. They show a merchant fleet of 26,701 
vessels with a tonnage of 5,428,175, as contrasted 
with a total tonnage of 19,100,000 in’ the British 
merchant marine. 
However, of these 26,701 vessels no less than 
21,546 are barges, river craft and small coast- 
wise vessels. The strictly ocean-going ships 
number only 2587, despite the many transfers to 
our flag prior to June 30 under the new law. Of 
these more than one-half are sailing vessels. 
Our showing in this respect is vastly inferior to 
Germany’s, and should convince the doubtful of 
the necessity of ‘the ship-purchase measure. 
However. two facts of especial interest are 
contained in the report. One is that the vessels 
on the Great Lakes number 2568, only 19 less 
than our ocean-going boats. A large portion of 
these vessels are a type of freighters comparing 
favorably in capacity and power with the average 
freight-carrier of salt water.

The law should be entarcan all the time. The 
Excise Commissioner should adopt reasonable sa- 
leon regulations in accord with law, which will 
conserve order, decency and morality without in- 
terfering with innocent gaiety or annoying law- 
abiding persons.

Do we need a new Constitution and new tax 
machinery ? 
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THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SURVEY. 
By Charlotte Rumbold. 

The Board of Education, it is said, is seriously 
considering having a survey of the public school 
system made before it asks for a new bond issue. 
or a raise in its tax rate. 

A survey of the public schools means that edu- 
cational efficiency engineers from some profes- 
sional, disinterested outside organization are em- 
ployed to make a thorough examination of the 
school system, on both its educational and finan- 
cial sides, and to submit their findings and rec- 
onfmendations to the board and the people. 

St. Louis’ public school system now takes 60 
cents out of the city’s $2.35 tax rate, more than 
one-fourth. of all the money collected for city 
and State expenses—and apparently is short of 
money. Apparently so are the Boards of Educa- 
tion of nearly all the large cities in the United 
States. They all find themselves faced with 
pyramiding expenses for their public schools. A 
bond issue to provide more buildings means a 


tenance. 
The alternatives are a radical change in the 
building program or a curtailed education for 
some of the children. 
To this last no city will agree. The great 
majority of children are obliged to stop school 
at the age of 14, and to give them only part time 
education for any of that short space of years is 
something neither the city nor the nation could 
afford. : 
No corporation with an expenditure of. $4,000,- 
000 a year would contemplate cutting down its 
output for the sake of a preconceived idea as to 
the use of various parts of its plant, without a 
rigid, professional overhauling of its budget, 
books and operations. Such an investigation is 
an economy worth thousands of dollars. 
New York sent a committee from its City 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to investi- 
gate new systems of education and of using 
school plants, especially the world famous one 
at Gary, Ind. As a result of their investigations 
they did not recommend the proposed bond issue 
ct $44,000,000 necessary if the school buildings 
were to be used in the old five hours a day, five 
days in the week, way. They found that $6,000,- 
000 spent in alterations and equipment according 
to the new plan would take care of all.the chil- 
dren and give them a better education besides. 

Cleveland's investigation came through the 
Cleveland Foundation, an institution like our St. 
‘Louis Community Trust. This time the experts 
came to Cleveland—as it is proposed to have 
them come to St. Louis. They, too, found they 
could give the children d better as well as a 
cheaper education by a modification of the Gary 
| plan.

Oklahoma, 70; Nebraska, 88: Oregon, 9%, 
and Washington, 94, Condition in the 
soft wheat states is about the same as 
in 1912, but the present prospect in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and Oklahoma is lower 
than it was in that year. 

“Spring growth is in evidence in all 
except the extreme northern part of the 
belt, furnishing reasonable opportunity 
for accurate judgment as to plant vigor. 
but it is yet too early to determine what 
proportion of the acreage will be aban- 
doned. That it will be much greater 
than normal is certain, but the actual 
acreage put to spring crops will depend 
in large measure upon April weather 
conditions. 

“Taking the Government basis of fig-
